GARIEPY & CHENIER’S NEW STORE. 


Messrs. Gariepy & Chenier are now 
oecupying their new brick building. Their 
old store adjoins and is connected with the 
new one. In the new building will be 
handled dry goods and groceries and in the 
old one crockery, provisions and bulky 
articles generally. The new store hasa 
floor space of 25x75 and the old building 
24x64.. The new building is three stories 
high with basement the full size. The 
basement walls are of stone and the floor of 
concrete. It is used as a store room. In 
one corner is a brick compartment twelve 
feet square to be used exelusively for the 
storage of butter in summer. The ground 
fioor is occupied by the store. The ceiling 
is 14feetabove the fioor and is covered 
with ornamental metallic plates giving a 
very fine appearance. A _ business office 
with glass sides 12x14 occupies one of the 
rear corners. The front is of plate glaes in 
modern style and the light is ample. The 
second floor is divided into five offices about 
15 feet square, a wide hall rans the length 
of the building from which the offices open. 
They are also connected by doors so that 
they ean be leased in suites. Access to this 
floor is by a front staircase, which is put in 
the old building. here is also a zear atair- 
case. The height of the ceiling on this 
floor is 12 feet, and the ceiling itwelf is of 
dressed lumber. € upper story is diyid- 
ed into six rooms about 15x15, which will 
be rented as apartments. The height of 
this ceiling is 11 feet. The telephone ex- 
ehange will occupy the tront room on this 
flat. The walls of the building are of brick 
with mansard roof, and the general effect, is 
very pleasing. The inside woodwork is 
entirely in British Columbia fir and cedar. 
The floors are deadened. Kiectric light 
fittings are inserted throughout. For the 
present the building will be heated by 
stoves, but %s soon as water works are 
established hot water heating will be in- 
troduced. The building is an ornament to 
the town, a manifestation of the business 
success of the firm and a credit to the enter- 
prise of Mr. Gariepy. The brick and stone 
work was by P. Anderson, and the wood- 
work was under the superintendence of N.

Sin: Sinee my arrival here T have 
been atked so often a8 to whether the 
late coutest between myself and Mr. 
Shera was run on party lines or not 
thet I make following answer: 

I am, as nearly every knows, a 
conservative, and so far as am per- 
sonally concerned did not in any way 
bring the question of politics into the 
contest, but on the other hand I found 
that either Mr. Shera or some of his 
agents were working theeliberal ticket 
for all it was worth.

Bear, badger, lynx and wild 
cat are in poor demand, both in this coun- 
try and Evrope, Minnesota and Dakota 
fall muskrat run from 25% to 30% kitts, 
but the proportion decreases in the later 
caught. But a small proportion of ihe 
marten grade dark.

MICA AT TETE JEUNE CACHE. 


The following item from the British 
Columbia Mining Critic will be of interest 
to the Edmonton people who some years 
ago were prospecting for mica beyond the 
Jasper pass: ‘‘S. Winter, a stove mann- 
Moneton, N. B., recently 
visited the mica veins at Tete Jeune Cache. 
He found them 40 to 80 feet thick and 
brought out more than 600 pounds of speci- 
mens. These samples are of excellent 
quality, it is said, very transparent and of 
unusual size. Careful tests show that they 
stand greater heat by 40 volts than any 
other mica yet tested. It is more transpar- 
ent than the best samples seen of North 
Carolina, Wyoming and Montana mica. 
Mr. Winter has bonded the property ard 
intends to form a company to develop it.

DEATHS ON THE TRAIL. 


The attempt has been made to condemn 
the overland route from Edmonten to the 
Ynkon on the ground that a large number 
of the prospectars who started out on it 
this year had lost their lives. The Buruix- 
TIX has made the most careful enquires 
rom returning parties and finds that the 
following deaths have taken place : 

G. W. Lang, of San Antonio, Texas, 
Gied on the way to Graham at St. Jehn 
on June 3rd. He was buried at Danvegan. 
Lang was an experienced traveller, but an 
old man. He was taking through a band 
of cattle,but at St. John he was taken with 
dropsy and on the way down to Dunvegan 
in & boat he died. His partner, J. P. 
Mansfield, went on with the caitle. 

John Agnew, of Argusville, Ont., was 
drowned in the Findlay rapids by the up- 
setting of the boat in which he was. This 
took place in August or September. 

Angus McDougall, of Sault Ste Marie, 
died of inflammatory rheumatism on the 
trail through the Laurier pass. His part- 
ners, Lundy and Hopkins, cared for him 
until his death. 

The Indians who guided Insp. Moodie 
from Graham to Sylvester's Landing, re- 
ported having found a corpse or skeleton on 
or near the trail on their way back. As 
ncthing is known of any death having 
taken :.lace there is little confidence placed 
in the story. 

This is all the deaths that have taken 
place this year on the overland trail so far 
as heard from.
